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This is a decision on the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), 
filed November 4, 2005, to revive the above-identified 
application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

This application became abandoned July 20, 2005 for failure to 
timely reply to the non-final Office action mailed April 19, 
2005. The Notice set a three (3) month shortened statutory 
period of time for reply.

The instant petition has been reviewed and found in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b). Accordingly, the 
failure to timely submit a proper reply to the non-final Office 
action is accepted as having been unintentionally delayed. 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.136, an extension of time must be filed 
prior to the expiration of the maximum period obtainable for 
reply to avoid abandonment. Therefore, no extension of time fee 
is due in connection with this petition. The extension of time 
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fee submitted herewith is thus unnecessary. Petitioner may 
request a refund of the $1,020.00 extension of time fee 
submitted herewith by writing to the Finance Office, Refund 
Section. A copy of this decision should accompany any request 
for refund.
